I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
Seaton  Valley.  This  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  Circular  1/72. 

In  1971,  there  was  an  increase  in  population  of  710,  bringing 
the  total  to  32,460  compared  with  31,750  in  1970  i  this  is  according 
to  the  Registrar  General's  estimate.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses 
increased  from  11,644  in  1970  to  12,391. 

With  a  large  proportion  of  younger  married  couples  in  the 
district,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  the  Birth  Rate  will  be  higher  and, 
in  fact,  there  were  695  live  births  in  1971  giving  a  Birth  Rate  of 
21.4  per  1,000  population  compared  with  16,0  for  England  and  Wales  ; 
the  Birth  Rate  in  1970  was  19,6. 

The  Death  Rate  in  1971,ccorrected  by  the  area  comparability 
factor  which  allows  for  differences  in  population  structure,  was  12.2 
per  1,000  population  compared  with  12,0  in  1970.  For  England  and 
Wales  in  1971  the  corresponding  figure  was  11,6. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  22  per  1,000  live  births  in  1971 
compared  with  18  in  1970.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  in  1971 
was  18, 

There  was  very  little  infectious  disease  notified  during  1971 
and  it  is  pleasant  to  record  the  low  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
notified,  only  5. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest  and  support  during  the 
year,  and  also  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Staff  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation.
